There are a great 
many skating clubs throughout the United States, Great Britain and the principle countries of the conti¬ 
nent. A visitor who is a good skater is always made welcome at these clubs. Indeed, the ability 
to skate well is an open sesame to many social events. In Canada, during peacetime 
winters, there are numerous competitive skating meets where club and national trophies 
ere awarded to those who attain the skill and facility that comes from enthusi¬ 
astic practice. Set your goal high and you may go far in the figure 
skating world of Canada. At any rate you'll have 
some grand exercise and a lot of 
enjoyment.
